Edmonton police are asking 
witnesses to a hit-and-run fatal¬ 
ity in Jime to come forward. 

Around 11:30 p.m. on Jime 
13, a Good Samaritan was 
struck and killed on Anthony 
Henday Drive by a passing 
motorist. According to police, 
46-year-old Andrew Green had 
puUed over to help a motorist 
whose car had broken down 
southboimd near 62 Avenue, 
and was placing alert traffic 
triangles on the shoulder when 
he was struck. 

“What we’re asking for 
is anyone who was near that 
location (to come forward).... 
Any of that information wiU be 
helpful so we can bring some 
closure to the family on the loss 
of their loved one,” said Gonst. 
Martin McKenna of the EPS col¬ 
lision investigation squad. 

Police said the registered 
owner of a 2008 black Porsche 
Gayenne SUV they believe 
was involved has been imco- 
operative since turning himself 
in about 24 hours after the 
collision. 

McKenna said that SUV is 
“stiU a suspect vehicle,” and 
the man who turned himself 
in, was questioned and then 
released could have been the 
driver. “That is a possibility,” he 
said. “We are trying to gather 
as much information as we can 
on those grounds to give us a 
stronger charge for the Grown’s 
office when that time comes.”

One person is dead after a fire 
Tuesday at a seniors’ complex 
in the west end. 

Edmonton Fire Rescue re¬ 
sponded around 1:30 p.m. to 
Canora Gardens, a four-storey, 
98-unit building at 101 Avenue 
and 151 Street, where smoke 
and flames were seen coming 
from the northwest side. 

“They called a three-alarm 
right away, considering the 
size of the building and the 
number of occupants,” said 
spokesperson Tim Wilson.

• Roads closed to through 
traffic into Wednesday 
morning include 151 
and 152 Streets north of 
Stony Plain Road to 103 
Avenue, as well as 102

“That’s about 70 or 80 fire¬ 
fighters, (and) they performed 
a lot of rescues when they ar¬ 
rived.”

The complex houses about 
100 residents, and decreased 
mobility and medical condi¬ 
tions resulted in a challenge 
for firefighters, who per¬ 
formed a variety of rescues in¬ 
cluding via ladder.

Lights out — again! World’s 
biggest blackout hits India 


Another day of chaos. 

Second power outage 
leaves 620 million in 
the dark, sparking the 
question: Can India 
cope with change? 


The world’s biggest-ever 
power outage left 620 million 
people in the dark Tuesday. 

More than half of India 
was blacked out when three 
regional grids collapsed. 

Hundreds of coal miners 
were trapped underground. 

Trains stalled across the 
country, New Delhi’s Metro 
shut down and traffic lights 
went out in many cities. 

Even electric crematoria

Stopped operating, some with 
bodies half burnt. 

The massive failure came 
a day after a similar, but 
smaller, outage hit 370 mil¬ 
lion people. 

And it raised serious con¬ 
cerns about India’s outdated 
infrastructure and the gov¬ 
ernment’s inability to meet 
its huge appetite for energy 
as the country aspires to 
become an economic super¬ 
power. 

Power Minister Sushil 
Kumar Shinde blamed the 
new collapse on states tak¬ 
ing more than their allotted 
share of electricity. 

“Everyone overdraws from 
the grid,” he told reporters. 

He added: “I gave direc¬ 
tions that states that over¬ 
draw should be punished. “ 

Power officials said the 
system would not be back to 
100 per cent until Wednes¬ 
day. 

A bleak fact behind the out¬ 
age: A third of India’s house¬ 
holds do not even have elec¬ 
tricity to power a hght bulb.

A masked man’s mission: Making a city think

In the capital of one of the 
world’s most dangerous 
countries, a hooded, masked 
man jumped out of a car on 
an assault mission. 

His target: a crumbling 
wall on a garbage-strewn 
corner of Tegucigalpa, Hon¬ 
duras. 

With his accomplice act¬ 
ing as lookout, the man 
plastered on the wall a giant 
black-and-white reproduc¬ 
tion of a Leonardo da Vinci 
masterpiece — defaced with 
guns and grenades. 

And in minutes he was 
gone. 


The city’s self-proclaimed 
Urban Maeztro had struck 
again with another artistic 
“intervention” designed to 
make Hondurans think about 
the violence that has trauma¬ 
tized Tegucigalpa. 

“The level of how com¬ 
mon guns have become in 
this country has passed what 
is rationally admissible,” said 
the 26-year-old graphic art¬ 
ist, who left his day job at an 
advertising agency to become 
the masked crusader. 

“It doesn’t seem to sur¬ 
prise anyone, but for me it 
continues to be madness.” 


The artist uses the street 
name Urban Maeztro, a styl¬ 
ized translation of “Urban 
Master,” to shield his true 
identity because the work is 
both dangerous and illegal. 

“There is a parallel be¬ 
tween the brutal violation of 
a work so beautiful by adding 
a firearm and the violence 
and guns in Tegucigalpa, 
which could also be a beauti¬ 
ful city without them,” he 
said. 

Urban Maeztro said only 
his closest friends know he 
launches the artistic assaults.

Canadian Paul 
Watson. Activist who 
is wanted in at least 3 
countries is determined 
to disrupt Japanese 
whalers this winter 


Paul Watson, the fugitive 
founder of environmental 
group Sea Shepherd, vowed 
Tuesday to continue dis¬ 
rupting Japan’s whaling fleet 
when it heads for the south¬ 
ern oceans this winter, de¬ 
spite authorities in at least 
three countries seeking his 
arrest. 

The 61-year-old Canadian 
was detained in Germany in 
May on a Costa Rican extra¬ 
dition warrant that accused 
him of endangering the crew 
of a fishing vessel in 2002. 

About 10 days ago Wat¬ 
son, who sees himself as an 
advocate for whales, sharks 



and other marine animals, 
skipped bail after learning 
that Japan, too, was seeking 
his extradition from Ger¬ 
many. 

“1 can serve my clients bet¬ 
ter at sea than in a Japanese 
prison cell and 1 intend to 
do just that,” he said in a 


statement issued by his U.S.- 
based group, which didn’t 
disclose his current location. 
“In December, our ships 
will sail forth for the ninth 
campaign to oppose the out¬ 
law Japanese whalers in the 
Southern Ocean Whale Sanc¬ 
tuary.” 

The Southern Ocean 
Whale Sanctuary is a vast 
conservation area around 
Antarctica in which commer¬ 
cial whaling operations are 
banned. 

Watson said he beheved 
the Japanese warrant related 
to tire collision of a Japanese 
whaling support ship and a 
Sea Shepherd boat in January 
2010. Sea Shepherd has ac¬ 
cused the Japanese ship of de¬ 
liberately ramming its futur¬ 
istic, rocket-shaped boat, 
the Ady Gil, and eventually 
causing it to sink. The whal¬ 
ers denied it, sa 3 dng the Ady 
Gil’s captain deliberately put 
his vessel in their ship’s path.

An attorney for Apple told a 
jury Tuesday that bitter rival 
Samsung faced two options 
to compete in the boom¬ 
ing cellphone market after 
Steve Jobs introduced the 
iPhone to critical acclaim in 
2007: Innovate or copy. 

Samsung chose to copy, 
making its smartphones 
and computer tablets illegal 
knockoffs of Apple’s popu¬ 
lar products, attorney Har¬ 
old McElhinny claimed. 

Samsung “has copied the 
entire design and user ex¬ 
perience” of Apple’s iPhone 
and iPad, McElhinny told 
a jury during his opening 
statement at the patent 
trial involving the world’s 
two largest makers of cell¬ 
phones. 

In his opening statement, 
Samsung attorney Charles 


Verhoeven countered that 
the South Korean company 
employs thousands of de¬ 
signers and spends billions 
of dollars on research and 
development to create new 
products. 

“Samsung is not some 
copyist, some Johnny-come- 
lately doing knockoffs,” he 
said. 

Verhoeven asserted that 
Apple is like many other 
companies that use similar 
technology and designs to 
satisfy consumer demands 
for phones and other high- 
tech devices. 

For example, he said sev¬ 
eral other companies and 
inventors have filed patent 
applications for the round¬ 
ed, rectangular shape associ¬ 
ated with Apple products.

Planned budget carrier concerns Air Canada pilots 


Air Canada pilots are concerned 
that the airlme’s laimch of a low- 
cost carrier could threaten their 
job security and working condi¬ 
tions, the union said Tuesday as 
the plans came closer to fruition 
after an arbitrator sided with 
the airline in a labour dispute. 

A federal arbitrator chose 
Air Canada’s final offer Mon¬ 


day, imposing a five-year col¬ 
lective agreement that includes, 
among other things, provisions 
allowing the airline to create a 
budget carrier. 

'The airline says the agree¬ 
ment will give it the flexib^Uity 
it needs to compete with budget 
carrier Westjet, which operates 
mostly domestic flights and 


doesn’t have Air Canada’s issues 
with union and pension woes. 

Although Air Canada’s offer 
indicates the carrier will employ 
workers from the Air Canada 
Pilots Association, the union’s 
president says it will be “under 
drastically different terms of 
employment.”

The installation at Brit¬ 
ain’s Southbank Centre is 
a part of the London 2012 
Festival, a three-month¬ 
long cultural event held 
concurrently with the 
Olympics.

Live streaming 'show’. 

Alaska's Katmai 
National Park partners 
with a website to 
bring nature to 
people’s smartphones 


A new video initiative is bring¬ 
ing the famed brown bears of 
Alaska’s Katmai National Park 
directly to your computer or 
smartphone. 

Without having to go there, 
you’ll be able to watch mature 
bears compete for salmon at 
Brook Falls and other sites and 
cubs tumbling over each other 
as they play. Starting last week, 
a hve Web stream (is.gd/bfPAsS 
) is allowing the public to log 
on and see the brown bears in 
their natural habitat. 

“I think it’s an imparalleled 
opportunity for people to get 
that front row seat of the hves 
of the bears at Brooks Camp,” 
said Roy Wood, chief of inter¬ 
pretation for Katmai National 
Park and Preserve. 

The project is a partnership 
with explore.org, which set up 
four high-definition cameras in 
Katmai, spokesman Jason Da- 
mata said. Three of them are at 
existing viewing stands where 
bear fans come to watch the 
animals. 

The cameras provide access 
to a national park that is diflS- 
cult to reach and expensive for 
most tourists. It is about 442 
kilometres southwest of An¬ 
chorage, but no roads lead to 
Katmai. 

A trip there involves mul¬ 


tiple airplanes and a lot of ad¬ 
vanced planning: it’s hard to get 
a lodge reservation at Brooks 
Camp before 2014. Camping is 
allowed, but on a reservation 
system that goes online Jan. 5. 

“It takes a lot of time, a lot 
of effort and a lot of money, and 
the webcams will make it access¬ 
ible to anyone with access to a 
computer, a smartphone, a tab¬ 
let device,” Wood said. 

The park draws just imder 
10,000 visitors a year, but about 
2,200 bears live in Katmai Na¬ 
tional Park. About 100 of them 
are in the Brooks Camp area. 

One camera is at Brooks 
Falls, where the bigger male 
bears compete for salmon, 
some while the fish are trying 
to jump the falls. The bears eat 
mostly the brains and eggs of 
these fish and let the carcasses 
flow downstream. This is the 
prime viewing area now. 

The second camera is about 
150 yards away, where females 
and cubs eat the fish scraps 
floating downstream. The third 
is at the lower falls, where 
bears will congregate later this 
summer when dead sahnon 
float downstream after spawn¬ 
ing. “Any bear can catch them 
when they’re dead,” Wood said. 

“The placement of the cams 
is fantastic,” Wood added. “I 
mean, they’ll be close enough, 
many of the bears you’ll be able 
to identity and follow as they 
eat the salmon at Brooks Falls 
and raise their yoimg here.” 

The cameras are powered by 
solar and wind energy. Micro- 
wave signals are sent to the 
Dumpling Moimtain camera, 
which are then sent to King 
Salmon, Alaska, where a T1 


connection allows for the high- 
definition cameras to be broad¬ 
cast to the Internet. 

The best action of the four 
cameras will be broadcast. 

They are the latest addi¬ 
tion to a hst of live-streaming 
webcams in the Pearls of the 
Planet initiative for explore, 
org, imderwritten by the An- 
nenberg Foundation. 

The subjects of other web¬ 
cams include osprey off the 
coast of Maine, and polar bears 
in the Arctic and Scandinavia; 
locations such as the Califor¬ 
nia redwood trees and in in¬ 
stitutions like the Vancouver 
Aquarium, where cameras are 
directed on belugas and jelly 
fish. A camera in BrookeviUe, 
Md., is focused on a golden re¬ 
triever and her new htter. 

The pups will be raised and 
trained to be service dogs for 
mihtary members suffering 
from post-traumatic stress dis¬ 
order. 

“The mission is simple. We 
simply want people to fall in 
love with the world again,” said 
Charles Annenberg, creator of 
explore.org and vice-president 
of the Annenberg Foimdation. 

A previous attempt to set 
up live bear cams from Katmai 
with a museum in Homer, Al¬ 
aska, failed due to lack of fund¬ 
ing. 

“It’s veiy expensive to run 
streaming video, more expen¬ 
sive than we could handle 
with our partnership with the 
Pratt Museum because both of 
us don’t have a good revenue 
stream,” Wood said. 

He said it was a “great, for¬ 
tunate day for us that explore, 
org called and said they were

interested.” 

Annenberg, who also 
goes by the name Charles 
Annenberg Weingarten, 
said the intent of the bear 
cam and others provided by 
the organization is to make 
adults fall in love with the 
world again. 

“I think when you watch 
these brown bears, and the sal¬ 
mon going upstream and you 
see the beauty of this nature, I 
think it’s going to put a smile 
on your face and a sense of 
bewilderment and awe you felt 
a long time ago when we were 
all kids,” he said. 

He said when people view 
the hve stream, he hopes they 
reahze what they are seeing 
is pure — there’s no ulterior 
motive other than an experi¬ 
ence to reconnect with nature. 
The cost of the project wasn’t 
disclosed, but explore.org wiU 
absorb the fuU costs. No adver¬ 
tising will be sold.

Let cool for about 10 
minutes, then lift cake out 
of pan using foil “handles.” 


Serve warm or at room tem¬ 
perature.

NHL players began examining 
the league’s proposed expan¬ 
sion of revenue sharing in the 
latest round of labour talks on 
Tuesday 

NHL Players’ Association 
executive director Don Fehr 


said he can’t make a counter¬ 
proposal on the league’s full 
package, which included a 
decrease in hockey-related rev¬ 
enue, term limits on contracts 
and a 22 per cent salary roll¬ 
back, until his group receives 
and examines requested team 
financial reports. The first 
batch — 76,000 pages — ar¬ 
rived late Monday night. 

The meetings will continue 
Wednesday at the NHL offices 
in New York as the sides work 
to try to avoid another lock¬ 
out that would threaten the 
upcoming season. More talks 
are scheduled next week when 


Fehr returns from a meeting 
with NHL players in Russia. 

While both sides acknow¬ 
ledged negotiations are amic¬ 
able and constructive, Fehr 
said players clearly are “not en¬ 
amoured” with proposed limit¬ 
ations on contract lengths and 
a clause that would force them 
to wait longer before becom¬ 
ing unrestricted free agents. 

Fehr wouldn’t even say if he 
is encouraged by the revenue¬ 
sharing proposal. 

“We haven’t evaluated the 
changes from current revenue 
sharing to determine whether 
we think it’s the appropriate 


thing to do or if it misses the 
mark in some respect,” Fehr 
said. 

The current collective bar¬ 
gaining agreement ends on 
Sept. 15. 

The NHL has had two 
seasons disrupted by labour 
disputes over the past two 
decades. In addition to the can¬ 
cellation of the 2004-05 season, 
almost half of the 1994-95 sea¬ 
son was wiped out by a labour 
dispute. Training camps are 
scheduled to start on Sept. 16. 
The regular season is slated to 
begin on Oct. 11.

I’ve 
sacrificed so much and all 
of the fights today were 
very hard,” Valois-Fortier 
said. “It was tough mentally 
but the whole team sup¬ 
ported me and I managed to 
pull myself together. I want¬ 
ed it really bad, it’s what I 
work for every day.” 

Filion, from Laval, Que., 
and Benfeito, from Mont¬ 
real, finished with a com¬ 
bined score of 337.62 for 
their diving bronze. 

“We said there was noth¬ 
ing more we could have 
done,” Filion said. 


China continued to dom¬ 
inate the competition, with 
Chen Ruolin and Wang Hao 
winning the gold. 

“They can make mis¬ 
takes,” added Benfeito. “We 
try to say we can win the 
gold. But they’re amazing 
divers.” 

Paola Espinosa Sanchez 
and Alejandra Orozco Loza 
of Mexico took the silver. 

Girard, who grew up in 
Rouyn-Noranda, Que., and 
lives in White Rock, B.G., 
completed the hat trick an 
hour later to become the 
first Ganadian woman to 
ever win a weightlifting 
medal at a Games. 

She finished third with 
a total weight of 236 kilo¬ 
grams. 

“It is very hard to de¬ 
scribe how I feel,” Girard 
said. “Four years ago in Bei¬ 
jing I came fourth and since 
then I have spent the past 
four years training through 
injuries and various chan¬ 
ges in my life to get to this 
moment.”

Phelps lost the 200-metre 
butterfly to South African 
Ghad le Clos, when, after 
leading all the way, he tried 
to glide to the wall after his 
final stroke, opening the way

It was an astounding mis¬ 
take considering he won a 
memorable race in Beijing 
when a rival made the very 
same error. He held his head 
in his hands as he stood in 
the pool and appeared upset 
with himself. 

But in his second race of 
the night, the United States 


team of Ryan Lochte, Gonor 
Dwyer, Ricky Berens and 
Phelps on the anchor leg 
won in six minutes, 59.70 
seconds. France took the sil¬ 
ver in 7:02.77, while Ghina 
was third in 7:06.30. It was 
Phelps’ first gold of these

Canadian tennis star Milos 
Raonic’s Games came to 
a heartbreaking end after 
losing a marathon match 
6-3, 3-6, 25-23 to fifth-ranked 
Frenchman Jo-Wilfided Tsonga 
on Tuesday. 

The hard-serving 21-year- 


old from ThomhiU, Ont., saw 
his serve broken while 
trailing 24-23 in the third set. 

“I felt like I played really 
well for most of the match 
and I just let it slip away from 
me at the end,” Raonic said. 

The ofiBcial match time 
was three hours 57 minutes. 
The third set alone lasted 
an even three hours. The 66 
games played were the most 
ever in a three-set Olympic 
match and the 48-game third 
set also set a record.

Acceleration, cornering force

Jeep brand. In fact, the Grand 
Cherokee SRT8 is about as un- 
Jeep-y as it gets. 

But here it is, a combina¬ 
tion that’s unique among 
North Tfrnerican-based sport 
utility vehicles and a rare 
achievement for any such 
model from an37where at just 
about any price. 

Knobby tires, big ground 
clearance and exposed door 
hinges? Nope, but the SRT8 


is a Jeep that you just have to 
love. 

The initials refer to 
Chrysler’s Street and Racing

The last-generation Lexus GS 
offered up a healthy dose of 
reliable performance, owner 
satisfaction, and luxury to 
rival premium-sedan competi¬ 
tion from Europe and the U.S. 

Available from 2006 to 
2012, it offered up numerous 
configurations and options 
to fine-tune it to a variety of 
needs and tastes. Look for 
navigation, a Mark Levin¬ 
son stereo system, climate 
controlled leather seats, a 
sunroof, push-button start, 
xenon lights, Bluetooth and 
plenty more — depending on 
the model in question. 


Common Issues 


First, ensure all cabin elec¬ 
tronics work as expected 
— triple checking proper 
operation of the climate 
control, navigation, stereo 
and motorized seats. These 
components will be expen¬ 
sive to repair or replace if 
they fail. 

Check the condition of the 
factory tires, and hsten for any 
brake ‘squeal’ as you stop. A 
major complaint of the GS is 
squeaky brakes — which could 
be the result of improper pads 
or excessive brake dust. Having 
the brakes serviced is likely to 
fix this problem. 

Note that a faulty oil line 
on earher models with the 
3.5-litre engine could lead to oil 
‘starvation’ at startup, resulting 
in a loud, clattering ‘metal on 
metal’ noise from within the 
engine. Ensure the GS you’re 
test-driving is cold and hasn’t 
been warmed up ahead of your 
arrival to conce^ this soimd. 
Your local Lexus dealer will be 
familiar with diagnosing and 
addressing this issue.

Cash-saving realities for aspiring vehicle tuners 


Tuning a favourite set of wheels 
is a pastime, or even a lifestyle, 
for thousands of young Can¬ 
adians. Using performance 
products to enhance that truck, 
wagon or sport-compact can 
be veiy rewarding — or a total 
waste of the aspiring tuner’s 
hard-earned cash — depending 
on the level of knowledge at 
hand. 

Your writer was an aspir¬ 
ing tuner not so long ago. like 
most. I’ve wasted a pile of cash 
on stuff that offered little re¬ 
turn on my investment. Over 
the years, I learned from build¬ 


ing, racing, lapping and fixing 
my ride, and others, about 
several realities that could’ve 
saved me money along the way. 
Here’s a closer look. 

High octane gas 

If your car requires 87 octane 
and you feed it pricier 91 or 
94 octane hoping for some 
performance benefit, you’re 
wasting about 15 cents a litre. 
Higher octane fuel has no addi¬ 
tional energy in it — so it won’t 
make your stock Honda Civic 
or Subaru Impreza a spec more 
powerful, even with an intake 


or exhaust. Unless you’re driv¬ 
ing a high-performance car 
that’s factory-engineered to run 
high-test fuel, save your money. 

Brake upgrades 

Slotted and cross-drilled brake 
rotors or ‘track’ brake pads 
are designed to maintain con¬ 
sistent stopping performance 
when exposed to the high lev¬ 
els of heat generated by driv¬ 
ing on a racetrack. Driving on 
the street doesn’t generate 
these levels of heat. So, on a car 
driven exclusively on the road, 
fancy brake parts are more of a 


cosmetic upgrade. Some ‘track 
pads’ offer limited performance 
imtil they’re hot — meaning 
that on the street, your stop¬ 
ping power could siiffer if you 
use them. 

Expensive synthetic oil 

Synthetic oil offers protection 
designed for high-performance, 
track-going Porsches, Ferraris 
and Lamborghinis. Even if you 
often redline first and second 
gear on the street, your engine 
won’t generate enough sus¬ 
tained heat to break down con¬ 
ventional oil — let alone syn¬ 


thetic. So it typically amounts 
to overkiU for the majority of 
drivers. There are other bene¬ 
fits of synthetic oil though, so 
do your homework and make 
sure you’re not wasting your 
money. 

+15 horsepower 

As a general rule, avoid chips, 
modifies, spark-plugs or pour- 
in-tank products sold at depart¬ 
ment stores and auto centres 
that say things like “+15 horse¬ 
power” on the package. These 
are typically bogus and tar¬ 
geted towards a shopper with 


extremely limited knowledge. 

eBay exhaust 

Be weaiy of ‘cheap’ exhaust 
headers, downpipes, mufflers 
and other parts. Skimping on 
things attached to your engine 
is a bad idea — especially when 
it comes to exhaust parts. Low 
quahty knock-off pieces often 
leak, crack, split and cause 
major headaches. Plus they’re 
often time consuming to re¬ 
move and reinstall. So, seek 
high-quality parts — and save 
yourself the headache.
